The sale of the Blakeslee collection of painting *,<3 
concluded last nighit at Chicketing Hall. The 
attendance was larger than on Tuesday night and 
there -^as more spirit in the bidding. Seventy 
three works were sold for $102,150, making the to- 
|;al amount reali 2 ;ed at the two nights’ sales 
$136,630. • ’ ■ 

There was considerable applause .w\eu Troyou’s 
“The Approaching Storm”; was put up. It 
brought $29,250. At the P aupxas^ sale, in' Paris, 
last Ma^l'it fetched $20,0(5I5!lt is understood 
that the picture will remain in the. city; - Pau- 
bigny’s “The Apple Orchard” .brought the next 
highest price of the evening^ $11,100: -rsabey’s 
“Return of Royal ' Hunting Party” was sold for 
$6,300. 

Daubigny’s “Spring” went to Boussod, Valla- 
don & Co. for $5,600. Diipr^’s “The Old Oak” 
fetched $5,100; Schreyer’s,“The Stampede,” $1,550; 
Millet’s “Sheep at Pasture,” $4,500; Corot's 
“A Day in June,” $3,900; Dupro’S' “Marine,” 
$2,500; Gazin’s “Village in Holland,” $2,000; 
Gerome’s “Mussulman at the Shrine of the 
Caliphs, Cairo,” $1,900, and Beizen IMaypr’s “Flight 
Into Egypt,” $1,525. . ' \ •. 

Daubigny’s “By the Spa” was pui'chased by Mr. 
J. James for $ 1 , 525 . Jacque’s “Sliepherd and 
Sheep” went to Mr, E. Edwai’qs for' $1,500. 
The same price was realized .jfdr .Vollon’s 
“The Passing Storm.” Daubigny’s “Op the French 
Coast” brought $1,450 and Lindrum's “Leaving 
the Monastery” $1,375. Dieterle’s “Cattle” went 
for $1,075 and Corot’s “Solitude” for $900. De¬ 
camps’ “The Good Samaritan” was bought by Mr, 
Henry W. Monroe for $800. Lerolle’s “Coming 
from the Well” realized $790, Troyon’s “Sunset” 
$725 and Servin’8 “Sheep in Pasture” $700.
